Neonatal  Home  Visiting  — 
Helping  Families  Grow  Strong 

One  of  the  Children's  Trust 
Fund's  primary  goals  is  to 
ensure  a  statewide  voluntary 
neonatal  home  visiting  program  for  all 
families  in  Massachusetts. 

CTF  believes  that  all  families  should  be 
supported  in  their  caretaking  role, 
especially  at  the  exciting  and  stressful  time 
of  the  birth  of  a  new  child.  Research  has 
shown  that  providing  educational  and 
support  services  to  parents  at  the  time  of  a 
baby's  arrival  significantly  reduces  the  risk 
factors  associated  with  child  abuse  and  can 
actually  prevent  it. 

Since  last  spring,  CTF  has  convened 
meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Healthy 
Families  coalition.  A  vision  of  a  network 
of  statewide  neonatal  home  visiting 
programs  is  emerging  from  these  meetings.

uring  1992-1995,  CTF  will 
make  available  to  every 
I  elementary  school  in 
Massachusetts  materials  and  training  to 
implement  Kids  and  Company:  Together  for 
Safety,  a  child  assault  prevention  program. 
This  curriculum  provides  children  and 
families  the  opportunity  to  understand 
and  practice  important  personal  safety 
skills  that  can  help  protect  children  from 
abuse. 

Digital  Equipment  Corporation  provided 
CTF  with  a  grant  to  pilot  the  Kids  and 
Company  program  in  17  schools.  The 
program  has  received  rave  reviews  from 
parents,  teachers  and  administrators.  In 
the  words  of  David  L.  Flynn, 
Superintendent  of  the  Marlboro  Schools, 
"Our  teachers  and  parents  have  rated  it 
with  excellent  marks,  and  the  children 
have  put  it  to  good  use." 

Kids  and  Company  is  provided  at  no  cost  to 
participating  schools.  The  grant  includes 
curriculum  materials  and  extensive 
training  for  school  personnel,  including: 
identification  of  child  maltreatment, 
reporting  suspected  cases  of  abuse  and 
neglect,  handling  disclosures  of  abuse  by 
children,  and  an  overview  of 
comprehensive  prevention  education.

amilies  who  have  been  homeless,  helping

rhat  initial  collaboration  has  expanded  to 
:ight  Cambridge  agencies  and  the  project 
las  received  major  funding  from  the  City 
)f  Cambridge  and  from  private 
oundations.  The  following  story  illustrates 
ts  effectiveness: 


At  the  time  of  her  match  with  a  mentor, 
Jackie  had  recently  resettled  in  Charlestown. 
She  was  interested  in  further  employment 
training  but  did  not  know  how  to  organize 
her  life  to  make  that  happen.  In  addition, 
she  was  threatened  with  a  51 A  (reporting  her 
for  suspected  child  neglect)  for  leaving  her 
handicapped  three-year-old  daughter  alone 
while  she  did  errands. 

Thanks  to  the  patience  and  diligence  of  a 
very  dedicated  mentor,  Jackie  has  found 
respite  care,  early  intervention  services  and  a 
special  needs  school  for  her  daughter.  She  was 
also  able  to  arrange  child  care  for  her  older 
boys  and  plans  to  complete  a  health  services 
training  course  at  Bunker  Hill  Community 
College.  Jackie's  mentor  helped  her  to  learn 
to  think  through  her  needs,  plan  ahead,  and 
to  patch  together  the  services  and  supports  she 
needs  to  move  ahead  in  her  life. 

Project  Director  Hap  Tierney  wrote 
recently,  "The  Children's  Trust  Fund 
provided  the  first  seed  money  for  the 
Parent  to  Parent  project  and  gave  us  hope 
that,  even  in  times  of  scarce  resources,  we 
could  make  the  project  a  reality."  CTF  has 
recently  awarded  a  second  grant  to  the 
Parent  to  Parent  program  to  establish  a 
parenting  education  and  support  group  for 
Hispanic  women  who  are  or  have  been 
homeless.

Governor  Weld  and  his  wife  Susan 
Weld,  a  CTF  Board  Member,  presented 
citations  to  WZOU  and  CTF  for  this 
collaborative  effort  to  increase  public 
awareness. 


CTF  Invites  Community  Leaders 
to  Learn  More  About 
Prevention  Efforts 

An  important  part  of  CTF's  work  is 
to  provide  information  and  technical 
assistance  to  others  working  to 
prevent  child  maltreatment.  Toward 
that  end,  CTF  hosted  a  community 
breakfast  in  October  for  over  50 
people  representing  a  variety  of 
statewide  organizations.  Attorney 
General  and  CTF  Board  member, 
Scott  Harshbarger,  delivered  the 
keynote  speech.  Harshbarger  urged 
participation  and  collaboration 
between  all  sectors  of  society,  saying 
"only  multi-disciplinary  solutions  will 
work."Organizations  such  as  the 
Kiwanis,  the  Junior  League  of 
Boston,  and  The  American 
Association  of  Retired  Persons 
presented  examples  of  their  work  on 
behalf  of  families  and  children. 


CTF  Goes  Video 

In  December,  52  students  at  the  Hallmark  Institute  of  Photography  were  asked  to 
present  topic  proposals  for  the  class  project.  John  Halloran,  a  retired  Cambridge 
Police  Officer,  proposed  child  abuse  prevention  and  talked  about  the 
abuse  cases  he  had  investigated.  Halloran  suggested  to  the  class  that 
CTF's  prevention  efforts  would  be  a  positive  angle  from  which  to  . 
cover  the  subject.  His  classmates  agreed  and  nominated  his 
proposal  for  their  three  month  audio-visual  presentation  project. 

While  the  students  prepare  to  take  photographs,  Halloran  has  been 
shoring  up  resources  to  produce  the  video.  Hallmark  Institute 
President  George  Rosa  has  already  committed  the  school's  resources  to  the  project. 
Halloran  was  also  successful  in  getting  Cornerstone  Associates  in  Waltham  to  donate 
the  projectors,  programming  equipment  and  consultation  resources  necessary  for 
production.  We  are  still  searching  for  a  sound  studio  to  produce  the  narrative.  The 
market  value  of  this  exciting  project  is  approximately  $30,000!

State  and  Local  Leaders 
Learn  about  Newborn 
Home  Visiting 

The  21st  floor  of  One  Ashburton  Place 
was  filled  to  capacity  with  175  state 
legislators,  aides  and  community 
leaders  who  attended  the  Leadership 
Forum  on  Newborn  Home  Visiting. 
CTF  Chairperson  Ed  Bailey  opened 
the  forum  and  Executive  Director 
Suzin  Bartley  emphasized  that,  "All 
families,  given  the  right  set  of  stressors, 
are  vulnerable  to  being  abusive." 

Gail  Breakey,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Hawaii  Family  Stress  Center, 
presented  powerful  and  compelling 
evidence  that  newborn  home  visiting  is 
an  effective  way  to  prevent  child  abuse. 
Hawaii's  Healthy  Start  program 
provides  home  visitors  to  parents  at  the 
time  of  their  child's  birth.  Visits  may 
continue  for  up  to  five  years. 

Three  Massacusetss-based  home 
visiting  programs  were  also 
highlighted.  The  audience  was 
especially  moved  by  the  words  of  a 
young  father  who  had  received  home 
visiting  services.  "I  love  my  son. 
Thanks  to  the  program,  I  feel 
comfortable  as  a  parent.  I  am  doing 
well  in  my  job  and  am  moving  up." 

Reaction  from  forum  attendees  was 
tremendous.  Over  50%  of  those  who 
responded  to  CTF's  survey  indicated 
they  would  be  willing  to  support 
legislation,  sponsor  a  forum  on  home 
visiting  in  their  community  or  join  a 
coalition  to  ensure  home  visiting  for  all 
Massachusetts  families.  When  asked 
about  concerns,  leaders  responded  with 
an  interest  in  ensuring  the  quality  and 
skill  of  home  visitors.  One  individual 
responded,  "My  only  concern  is:  how 
can  I  bring  this  to  my  community  as 
soon  as  possible?"

Newborn  Home  Visiting 
Legislation  Proposed  for 
Massachusetts 

The  momentum  of  the  April  events 
with  Gail  Breakey  has  inspired 
proposed  legislation  to  establish  a 
Special  Commission  on  Newborn 
Home  Visiting.  The  Commission's 
task  will  be  to  submit  a  plan  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Senate  and  House 
outlining  the  implementation  of  a 
voluntary  newborn  home  visiting 
program  for  all  Massachusetts 
families.  Offered  as  part  of  the  House 
FY'94  budget,  the  legislation 
mandates  that  three  Senators,  three 
Representatives  and  representatives 
from  key  organizations  produce  this 
plan  by  the  end  of  December  1993.

Getting  the  Message  Out 


Governor  Weld  Announces 
April  as  Child  Abuse 
Prevention  Month 

On  April  5th,  CTF  hosted  a  State 
House  reception  to  celebrate 
Governor  Weld's  proclamation  of 
Child  Abuse  Prevention  Month.  The 
Governor  remarked: 


Children  are  our  greatest  resource 
and  our  hope  for  the  future.  Yet, 
without  self-respect  and  respect  for 
others,  they  do  not  have  the  chance 
to  grow  to  their  full  potential.  The 
physical  and  emotional  pain  of 
abuse  and  neglect  not  only  keep 
our  children  from  a  healthy 
productive  life,  but  create  feelings 
of  rage  and  self-hatred  that  can 
lead  them  to  drug  use,  criminal 
behavior,  abuse  of  their  own 
children  and  more. 


Governor  Weld  also  stated  that  "The 
Children's  Trust  Fund  has  done 
wonderful,  impressive  work  to  turn 
around  the  bleak  picture  child  abuse 
paints.  They  have  established 
programs  and  support  across  the  state 
for  families,  and  have  heightened 
public  awareness  about  the  need  to 
prevent  child  abuse  and  neglect." 

Children  from  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School  joined  in  the  celebration  by 
displaying  a  banner  they  had  made  for 
the  occasion.  "I  am  a  great  somebody, 
it's  true!"  \s  the  name  of  the  school's 
self-esteem  and  social  skills  program.
